NEW ELECTRICAL 
RATES IN EFFECT 


The new domestic electric rates 
asked for recently by the City 
Light and Traction Company , and 
approved 
by _ the 
Public 
Service 
Commission, go into effect today . 
Under the new sy stem users of 
a large amount of electricity will 
notice a decrease in 
their bill, 
while the small user, or those pay ­ 
ing less than $2 a month will have 
a slight increase. The rate on the 
kilowatt Is less than formerly , but 
a service charge of $1 per month 
per meter, will 
mean 
that the 
small user pay s a little more. The 
company believes that this will en­ 
courage the small user to take ad­ 
vantage of the schedule 
to use 
electric appliances they heretofore 
thought ft too expensive to use. 
The new rates apply only to do­ 
mestic or residential requirements, 
where all

CLOSED TO CATCH 
UP ON BUSINESS 


YEAR IN JAIL AND 
FINE OF $100,000 
PENALTY ON FALL 


Prices Sho wed Net Gains 
On Thursday o f Fro m 
Two to 3 0 Po ints

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—^There was 
little rest for the weary In Wall 
Street today , although the New 
York Stock Exchange and the curb 
market were closed until Monday 
in common with other security mar­ 
kets throughout the country . 
Thousands of clerks In broker­ 
age houses labored over the mass 
of detail that had piled up during 
this record-smashing week, abbre­ 
viated to three and a half trading 
day s In order that brokerage or­ 
ganizations might have opportunity 
to recuperate from the tremendous 
strain. 


NEW YORK, Nov. l.--The stock 
market was 
closed 
today 
while 
brokers strove to catch up with the 
greatest volume of business ever 
transacted in four day s in the his­ 
tory of Wall street. 
The stock exchange and the curb 
market ended their week y esterday 
after a three hour session in which 
a flood of buy ing, stimulated by 
constructive 
financial 
news, 
re­ 
couped much of the loss in quoted 
value suffered In the record break­ 
ing collapse of Monday and Tues­ 
day . 
Prices on the 
stock 
exchange 
net gains ranging from two to 30 
points for the day and the maxi­ 
mum gain on the curb was 55%. 
Buy ing orders flooded Into the 
market, attracted by relatively low 
prices for high grade Investment 
stocks resulting from the deflation 
during the fore part of the week. 
Confidence which had reasserted 
itself Wednesday was further forti­ 
fied by announcement of the reduc­ 
tion of the New York Federal Re­ 
serve rediscount rate from six to 
five per cent and of the rate of 
the bank of England from six and

Another feature of the day was

figure since June 19 last 
The reduction of the rediscount 
rate cut the figure at which mem­ 
ber banks may borrow from the 
federal reserve bank back to where 
it was before last August, 8. when 
the rate was advanced in an effort 
to discourage the excessive flow 
of credit into speculative channels. 
The stock exchange and the curr 
market will be closed until Monday 
to give brokers* forces a respite 
after the ordeal of the biggest 
week in security trading history 
and to afford an opportunity for 
clerical staffs to bring their books 
up to date.

In exposed locations it may be nec­ 
essary to provide a wind break of 
some kind. 
Chickens dislike wind 
and will stay in.ride to avoid it. 
Cinders are especially effective. 
Because of their dark color they 
absorb heat from the sun, causing 
any snow or Ice to m elt with the 
first appearance of sunshine. This 
permits the birds to g et out on the 
warm, dry cinders and bask in the 
sunshine even though the ground is 
still wet and cold.

holds more moisture than cold air 
con hold, it will rause dampnes.s 
in the poultry house unless It has 
a chance to g et out. 
Otherwise it 
condenses under the roof and drops 
to make the litter moist and to 
cause a damp hen-house,, which 
leads to colds and other troubles 
for the birds and a gradual loss of 
vigor on their part and loss of 
money on the part of their owners. 
These facts, and many others, on 
ways to ho \y<e poultry at low cost 
are given in a Cornell 
bulletin, 
written by H. E. Botsford and sent 
free to poultry men of New York. 
It tells how to remodel old build­ 
ing s—even large disused barns— 
and how to construct new houses. 


Moist Mashes Favored 
for Keeping Up W eight 
Moist mash Is a means of keep­ 
ing op the body weig ht of the pul­ 
lets and hens. 
Noon is the best 
time to feed the m oist mash In the 
winter. 
In feeding the m oist mash 
put It In troughs well spread out so 
that all of the hens can eat readily 
and don’t feed more than they can 
clean up in from 15 to 25 minutes. 
Any m oist mash remaining in the 
trough should be removed. 
In mix­ 
ing the moist mash use liquid skim 
milk or buttermilk if available; if 
not, warm water may he used, or if 
fresh meat Is cooked for the hens, the 
liquid should be saved and used In 
making the moist mash. In any case 
do not feed a cold moist mash to the 
flock, as they do not eat it as read­ 
ily, and what they do eat will more 
or less chill the birds, and by so do­ 
ing take considerable of their en­ 
ergy to warm them up again, so te 
sure to have the m oist mash w*arm 
before feeding.

make a sort of fireless cooker by 
placing the drinking vessel in a box 
large enou gh to stu ff two or tliree 
Inches of straw, excelsior, or torn 
newspapers, packed tightly below 
and arou nd the vessel. 
Keep the material dry by cover­ 
ing it with tin, fitted closely u nder 
the top rim of the pail, and sloped 
slightly to the ou tside of the box so 
the spilt water will ru n off.

SENATOR BINGHAM AT BAY 


Some of his colleagues are having great 
sport with Senator Bingham, of Connecti­ 
cut, who “ borrowed” an expert on tariff 
framing from the Connecticut Manufac­ 
turers’ Association. Mr. Bingham cannot 
understand why fellow senators should be 
condemning him in plain language. 
He 
cannot understand why his prompt ad­ 
mission did not suffice. 
He is learning 
that when senators decide to crowd one 
of their number, he has about the same 
chance as men not in the senate. 
On the whole, it is a salutary exhibi­ 
tion. Mr. Bingham is exposed to his com­ 
patriots as a spokesman for a state who 
went to an interested source to gather 
and 
present 
information. 
Connecticut 
manufacturers have their own viewpoint 
on a tariff; they want just as much pro­ 
tection as the congress will grant them. 
They are not concerned in the relief of 
western farmers; they are concerned in 
the profits of New England manufactur­ 
ers. 
Senator Caraway thus denounced Mr. 
Bingham’s “ borrowing” : 
“ It seems to the 
committee 
that it 
strikes at the dignity and honor of the 
senate and would tend to shake the con­ 
fidence of the American public in the in­ 
tegrity of legislation.” 
Senator Dill sug­ 
gested off the floor, that the senate fin­ 
ance committee “ might purge itself” by 
removal of Mr. Bingham from the com­ 
mittee. 
Senator George, of Georgia, said 
he was interested in the effect on tariff 
legislation. 
Senator Bingham is outraged; he says 
so himself. 
He had no idea that senators 
could treat their 
colleagues 
so cruelly, 
“"that they could be so unsparing in their 
charges. The senator is in a close corner. 
He knows what some of his colleagues 
say they think of him. 
If he doesn’t like 
their play, he can, of course, leave them. 
He is not compelled to hold his seat in 
the senate. 
His prestige has been sorely 
wounded. 
And the New England manu­ 
facturers are feeling nervous themselves. 
It was all right to “ lend” their expert, but 
when the public is informed, it is all 
wrr-

MACHINES 


From iiannibal Coiirler-Post. 
In the currnt issue of the magazine of 
Wall Street, the assistant secretary of 
commerce, J ulius Klein, discusses a prob­ 
lem which has long attracted the atten­ 
tion of political philosophers and econo­ 
mists. 
Is the machine 
an 
implacable 
enemy of the laboring man, it has been 
asked, or is the new industrial order to 
which it has given rise in reality a boon 
to him. 
The assistant secretary is inclin­ 
ed to the latter opinion with certain reser­ 
vations. 
While he concedes that the mechaniza­ 
tion of industry does in itself provide new 
jobs, Mr. Klein points out the existence 
of what he calls “ interval perils,” attend­ 
ant upon the 
period 
of 
readjustment 
while men are learning their new trades. 
He is obviously impressed, however, by 
the possibilities of certain American in­ 
dustrial practices in relieving or obviat­ 
ing such dangers. 
He calls special at­ 
tention to the stimulation of consumption 
by the payment of high wages and those 
tendencies toward industrial democracy 
involved in employe stock ownership, col­ 
laborative shop management and similar 
plans. 
As Mr. Klein 
admits, 
these 
policies 
probably cannot 
be 
employed 
abroad 
without considerable adaptation, but their 
extension in this country and modified 
adoption elsewhere hold valuable prom­ 
ise for the future. 
The old tendency to- 
w’ard exploitation on the part of the em­ 
ployer and blind resistance to every in­ 
novation on the part of the employe has 
been rapidly disappearing in this coun­ 
try, much more slowly abroad. 
But in a 
wise collaboration, based upon mutual in­ 
terests, lies the path of industrial prog­ 
ress.

Caesar or not? ” They 
pretended to be humble and sin­ 
cere; but they were masked ene­ 
mies and conspirators. The value of 
a question largely depends upon the 
motive^ and spirit of the questioner.

But he knowing their 
hypocrisy, 
said unto 
them. Why 
make ye trial of me? Bring me a 
denarius that I may see it.” Here 
was a fine trap; If he said they 
should not give, he would make 
himself guilty of treason against 
the Roman government; if he said 
they should give, he would infuriate 
the Jews.

The commission announced here 
late Wednesday following a meeting 
that it would recommend a report 
for a ?5,012,000 improvement pro­ 
gram at the Missouri penitentiary 
and the three other state penal in­ 
stitutions covering a ten year per­ 
iod. and tentatively heard and ap­ 
proved a report for modernizing the 
state’s asylums and eleemosynary 
institutions at an estimared cost of 
$15,000,000. 
Detailed announcement 
of the eleemosynary report will be 
made soon. 
The report for improvement of 
the state penal institution system, 
prepared 
by 
Senator 
William 
R. 
Painter of Carrollton, with the aid 
of the prison experts employed by 
the survey group, has as i<s out­ 
standing 
recommendation 
a 
plan 
for purchasing of 10,000 acres of 
fertile farm land “somewhere in the 
state’* where 1,000 or more con­ 
victs could be housed and worked, 
producing almost all of the vege­ 
tables, cattle and hogs needed to 
feed the prisoners of the state. 
Senator Painier, who served four 
years as chairman of the state pe­ 
nal board during the Gardner ad­ 
ministration, recommended in the 
report that the 10,000 acres include 
five 
centers, 
including 
officers 
quarters, barracks, barns, ote. The 
cost for all should not he more 
than $1.500,000 the report said. 
It might be, Senator Painter said 
in explaining his report, ttiat the 
10,000 
acres 
would 
consist 
of a 
number of farms in various parts of 
the slate such as several thousand 
acres of land in southeast Mi.^isouri 
wheer cotton could be produced. On 
this farm a cotton gin would be 
established and the entire product 
handled. 
The report 
pointed 
out 
that 
about 4 000 inmates are being caie'd 
for in the Missouri penitentiary, de­ 
signed to accommodate about 2,500 
prisoners and that the farm plan 
would take about 1,000 convicts out 
of the prison, reducing the number 
in the big institution to about 3,- 
000. 
These could be handled with 
virtually the present facilities, the 
report said. 
If the farm plan is not adopted, 
Senator Painter’s report .said, rec­ 
ommendation is made for another 
cell building at the penitentiaiy to 
house 1,000 men. 
This w’ould cost 
about $500.000. 
Total improvements recommended 
for the penitentiary during the ten 
year period, if the farm idea is 
adopted, would total approximately 
$2,475,000. and 
$1.475,000 
if

farm plan is not selected. 
Recommendations 
for

ment of the state reformatory for 
boys at Boonville, principally for 
flreproofing the present buildings, 
making facilities for segregation of

boys,

w'as estimated. 
For The industrial home for girls 
at 
Chillicothe 
improvements

The report on the eleemosynary 
institutions w’as taken up in a gen- 
Ural way late yesterday and a de­ 
tailed account was being completed 
today. 
This report was prepared 
by State Representative Claude E. 
Ricketts of St. Louis, member of 
the house of the 1929 legislature, to­ 
gether with the aid of the experts 
employed by the commission. 
This report, as did also the penal 
institution report, points out that 
all the institutions are badly over­ 
crowded and in need of moderniz­ 
ing.

Ricketts, 
tentatively went on record as fa­ 
voring establishment of a central 
hospital, or additional facilities at

“basically our normal purchasing 
power has not been 
appreciably 
impaired.” 
Speaking over the Columbia net- 
wrork he recalled and echoed the 
conviction 
recently 
expressed 
by 
President Hoover that the funda­ 
mental business of the nation is 
on a firm basis. He dealt with the 
relation of business to the stocks 
market and refrained from fore­ 
casting the trend of the market 
during thp next few days. Holding 
that it w’ould ‘‘be quite improper,” 
as well as impossible for any gov­ 
ernment official to express such 
views, he asserted, “that all of us 
are justified, in my opinion, in a 
profound confidence In the general 
economic future of the country. 
“The fundamental factor In the 
general situation of business,” he 
said “is the purchasing power. Real 
purchasing pow’er is made up of 
w’ages, salaries, receipts of farmers, 
merchants, professional 
men 
and 
others, and the profits of industry. 
These have not been changed by 
the drop in stock prices. 
The na­ 
tional income of the United States 
at this moment is hardly a fraction 
less than it was a month ago.

The collision of the Senator with 
Marquette marked the third ship 
disaster on Lake Michigan within 
the last week with a total loss of 
89 lives. 
Last Monday the steamer Wiscon­ 
sin sank in a severe storm off Ke­ 
nosha, Wis., with a loss of 16 lives,

sengers all of whom were saved 
and a crew of 61.

MARY'V'ILLE, Missouri — Pre­ 
dicting that Missouri would become 
the leading dairying state in the na­ 
tion, Governor Caulfield pointed out 
in an address here Thursday at the 
dedication of the new, large milk 
condenserj’ of the Maryville Milk 
Products Company that the state 
has become one of the leading dairy 
states in 15 years and promises to 
rise to pre-eminence in this field 
before long. 
Dedication of the plant is not 
alone the dedication of a private 
factory, the chief executive said, 
explaining that “it is one more step 
in the development that appears 
destined to elevate Missouri to an 
eminent position in the dairy indus­ 
try. 
“It is not a visionary prediction,” 
the 
governor continued, “to 
say 
that our state may some day be 
the leading dairy state of the union. 
The trend in the last 15 years 
points unmistakably to Missouri as 
a dominant figure in this particular 
branch of farming. 
“Our state is by nature ideally 
adapted for a position of leadership 
in this fast-growing industry. For 
enough north of the hot tempera­ 
tures of the south, yet south of the 
extremely cold winters of the north, 
it has a climate ideal for dairy pur­ 
suits. 
Missouri has many import­ 
ant natural aids the northern states 
lack.'» 
Governor Caulfield said dairy was 
one of the most important indus­ 
tries needed for farm diversification 
in Missouri. 
He pointed out that 
in many sections rebuilding of the 
muchly-needed soil is essential and 
that “we have also had to face the 
problem of over-production of grain 
crops and of fluctuating markets 
that spelled financial ruin for those 
whose entire activity was in the 
growing of livestock. 
In dairying 
a solution is being found.” 
‘‘It has been only a few years, 
the governor said, since Missouri 
began to think seriously of dairying 
as an industry itself. 
“In 1918, twenty states exceeded 
Missouri in creamery butter mak­ 
ing; in 1928 only seven produced 
more,’* he said. 
“In 1912 our man­ 
ufacture of ^creamery butter was 
less than 12 million pounds. 
In 
1928 
our 
creameries 
turned

more than 75 million pounds. Today 
Missouri stands sixth of all the 
states in total number of purebred 
cattle, fifth in number of Jerseys.

TRAFFIC PROBLEMS ANCIENT 
In an 
article 
in 
Nation’s 
Business 
W alter P. Ch ry sler say s th at old prints 
sh ow th at conditions comparable with 
th at found in American cities today ex­ 
isted in London and Paris streets many 
generations ago. 
Mr. Ch ry sler 
points 
out th e traffic 
problem is not a new one by any means. 
It existed long before th e advent of th e 
automobile h e states in quoting a Bibli­ 
cal proph ecy in th e book of Nah um, 
ch apter two, verse four, wh ich indicates 
th at as long as 713 B. C. traffic condi­ 
tions such as we find in city streets today 
were envisioned. Say s th e proph ecy : 
“Th e ch ariots sh all rage in th e streets; 
th ey jostle one anoth er in th e broad 
way s; th ey sh all seem like torch es; th ey 
sh all run like th e ligh tning.” 
In ancient Rome, Caesar issued an edict 
forbidding 
veh icles 
to 
enter 
ceilain 
streets during business h ours. 
Similar 
regulations were in effect in oth er large 
cities in th e Roman Empire. 
Th ere un­ 
doubtedly was originated our most annoy ­ 
ing of all traffic rules, “No Parking.” 
In 18 67, in New York City , according to 
th e Iconograph of Manh attan Island, a 
bridge was built over Broadway at Fulton 
street. 
It was built, according to th e 
Iconograph , “particularly because Broad­ 
way was so crowded with veh icles it was 
impossible at certain times to cross th e 
road with out imminent danger to life and 
limb.” 
Recently moving picture news reels of 
Ch ina and India 
and 
oth er 
countries 
wh ere th e automobile is still an oddity 
sh ow traffic conditions equally as bad as 
th ose in American cities. 
So it is an error to blame congestion en­ 
tirely on th e automobile. 
We must re­ 
member th at th e term traffic applies to 
pedestrians as well as veh icles. It means, 
in its broad sense, th e exch ange of goods, 
th e business of transportation. Mr. Ch ry s­ 
ler concludes: 
“Traffic congestion 
and 
its solution 
h ave been universally regarded as th e 
oth er fellow’s job. 
I am convinced th at 
traffic problems are possible of solution 
only by th e full cooperation of individu­ 
als.”

W. J . McKenzie Gov ern­ 
ment Aeronautic Ex ­ 
pert Speaker 


AVIATION PROGRESS 
WAS REVIEWED 


Complimented 
Sedaiians 
On Proposed Location 
Of Airport Here 


W. J . McKenzie, of the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce, U. S. gov ern­ 
ment aeronautics div ision, met with 
the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce 
and 
members 
of 
the 
airport committee at Hotel Boih- 
well at noon Tuesday . Mr. McKen­ 
zie’s v isit to Sedalia was upon an in­ 
v itation from the airport committee 
to rev iew plans for a proposed air­ 
port that Sedalia is try ing to es­ 
tablish. 
He is one of three agents 
of the Department of Commerce 
who trav els throughout the United 
States to adv ise with and tell peo­ 
ple of those communities the essen­ 
tial 
things 
that 
airports 
should 
hav e. 
Mr. McKenzie rev iewed av iation 
and its progress for nearly an hour 
and a half and v ery interestingly 
told of the growth of the industry 
growing into detail with those mat­ 
ters that were particularly of in­ 
terest to Sedalia at this time. On 
the subject of airports, Mr. McKen­ 
zie complimented the proposed lo­ 
cation of Sedalia’s airport, which 
he characterized as most desirable 
and the best that he had seen since 
his v isit to Sedalia. 
Mr. McKenzie drov e in the four 
directions from Sedalia to look at 
land that had been under consider­ 
ation and he v ery readily approv ed 
the Milton Thompson land west of 
Sedalia as the place for an air­ 
port. 
He said this particular site 
was high, 
with 
almost 
natural 
drainage conditions, which he said 
was v ery fav orable to this particu­ 
lar location. 
He 
cautioned 
his 
hearers not to make the mistake 
that other cities hav e made in es­ 
tablishing an airport. 
“ Look lo an 
ex pansion,” 
said 
Mr. McKensie, 
“ and 
additional 
land 
adjoining 
y our airport either by purchase or 
option, but by all means make this 
prov ision because y ou will need It 
in 
the 
future. 
And, 
remember 
this, y ou are not planning for the 
present when y ou build an airport, 
but y ou are planning for something 
that is dev eloping rapidly and it 
will serv e y ou best to prepare for 
the day when y ou will need more 
ground adjoining y our airport.’ 
. 
Mr. McKenzie then told the di­ 
rectors 
and 
committee 
members 
that 
the airway s 
of 
the 
United 
States 
now 
aggregated 
approx i­ 
mately thirty -two thousand miles. 
He pointed out the distance be­ 
tween New York and Los Angeles, 
to draw a comparison of the airway 
mileage through the establishing of 
air lines with that distance which 
he said 
was 
fiv e 
or six times 
greater. 
He 
said 
that airplanes 
were now fly ing sev enty thousand 
miles dally ov er the v arious air­ 
lines. 
McKenzie 
told 
what 
airports 
should hav e to secure the v arious 
ratings giv en them by the U. S, 
Gov ernment. 
He referred first to 
the equipment facilities; 
secondly 
to the size landing area which he 
said must be firm, smooth and suit­ 
able for landing in ordinary weath­ 
er conditions. 
An airport prov ided 
with 
proper 
equipment, 
which 
should Include a terminal building, 
a hangar, drinking water, ground 
lights, a beacon light, and ceiling 
lights would take a higher rating 
than an airport without such equip­ 
ment and that 
the 
gov ernment 
would recognize such an airport at 
a high rating. 
Mr. McKenzie again referred to 
the ex pansion part of Sedalia’s pro­ 
gram for an airport. 
He 
again 
cautioned 
the 
directors 
to 
look^ 
ahead and prov ide for the future 
by securing adequate acreage ad­ 
joining the airport to take care of 
any thing that the future might offer 
Sedalia in av iation. 
Mr. McKeniie said that hang­ 
ars on airports at the present time 
should be 100 feet wide and 100 in 
depth, w’hich he said would take 
care of the more modern airplanes 
which he said hav e a wing spread 
of nearly one hundred feet. He said 
the latest model of aircraft was a 
thirty two passenger Fokker plane 
which he said must hav e housing 
facilities adequate to accommodat 
»3 
it. 
He said y ou may as well look 
forward to just such aircraft as 
this n'hich will some day be putting 
down on y our airport here. 
Mr. McKenzie said that the gov ­ 
ernment airway s were being pro­ 
v ided with beacon lights ev ery ten 
miles. 
Wind-v ane 
bags were at 
tached to these beacon standards 
to prov ide information for the pilots 
of planes to giv e them the direction 
of the wind. 
He said the Trans­ 
continental Air Trainsport lines hav e 
two 
hundred 
and 
sev en 
weather 
cbserv atory and twenty nine radio 
stations, which he said kept all 
concerned informed as to w-eather 
conditions prev ailing from one end 
of the country to the other. 
He 
said that constant communication 
was established by the use of the 
telety pe which sent messages from 
one terminal 
to another and at 
giv en points the information thus 


on v arious matters pertaining to 
av iation, Mr. McKenzie inv ited his 
audience to ask questions that he 
might answer to further enlighten 
them upon the subject. 
The thing 
that interested Sedaiians most about 
an airport and av iation in general 
was the inv estment inv olv ed and 
the rev enue to be deriv ed from air­ 
ports. 
Mr. McKenzie admitted that 
Sedalia was late in securing some 
of the things that had already been 
distributed by av iation, but he said 
that there were more good things 
to come that, no doubt, Sedalia 
would share in if they had the 
proper facilities to Interest those 
promoting aeronautics. 
He told of 
the adv antages of a well equipped 
airport, of the things that airports 
should hav e to attract rev enue and 
concluded by say ing that it was up 
to Sedalia to stimulate Interest in 
some of those things if she hoped 
to obtain them. 
He said that air 
mail 
routes 
were 
established 
by 
the gov ernment when the demand 
made such routes possible. 
He said 
the way to go after an airmail 
route would be to first prov ide an 
airport. 
Then make a surv ey of 
cities with which y ou can link, In­ 
terest them and then make applica­ 
tion to the post office department 
for an airmail route. 
If y ou can 
show the post office department 
that an airmail serv ice linking up 
with the lines that y ou suggest is 
feasible and practical, he said that 
he had no doubt in his mind but 
that 
the 
post office depariment, 
after 
rev iewing 
the 
proposition, 
would satisfy y our desires. 
Going into the other features of 
an airport from a rev enue stand 
point, Mr. McKeiizle called atten 
tlon to the possibilities 
of 
some 
large organization coming* in and 
establishing a fly ing school. He ex ­ 
plained that instructions for fly ing 
airplanes were now under the super­ 
v ision of the gov ernment through 
the Department of Comemrce and 
ev ery effort was made to properly 
teach the operations of aircraft to 
enable those desiring to learn to 
be pilots to earn the necessary li­ 
censes, which he said must be ap­ 
prov ed by the gov ernment. He said 
that the gov ernment also approv ed 
aircraft of all kinds and Issued 
certificate of approv al if the planes 
were found to measure up to the 
requirements. 
He said the whole 
program was one looking to safety 
in av iation and gav e it as his opin­ 
ion that the program now being 
followed would do more to dev elop 
the safety side of fly ing than any ­ 
thing that has ev er been done. 
Mr. McKenzie suggested that ade 
quate parking facilities for automo­ 
biles be prov ided near the port. 
Also that adequate prov ision should 
be made for gasoline and oils for 
serv icing not only the airplanes but 
automobiles as well. 
Concessions 
for soft drinks and light lunches 
would be in demand 
and 
there 
would be other things that would 
attract rev enue when once the air­ 
port was established and in opera­ 
tion. 
He said that there would be 
v arious attractions v isit the airport 
when it became known that Sedalia 
had one and referred particularly 
to those manufacturers who operate 
airplanes to ex ploit their particular 
commodities. 
He said, they would 
send their ships to Sedalia and re­ 
main here sev eral day s. 
He told 
about the Murdock Fly ing Grocery 
Store plane, which he said v isited 
v arious cities throughout the coun­ 
try on just such missions. 
He said 
that there were others who would 
do like the Murdock firm. 
These 
planes, he said, were manned by 
three and four persons, who, he 
said, would Indirectly bring rev enue 
to Sedalia inasmuch as they would 
hav e to hav e hotel accomodations 
and other serv ice. 
Mr, McKenzie’s wide Knowledge 
of av iation, his ex tensiv e trav els in 
rev iewing 
airport 
properties 
for 
gov ernmental reports, giv es him an 
Insight into the operations of air­ 
planes and airports that could not 
be deriv ed In any other way . 
His 
talk and the discussion that fol­ 
lowed left his audience enthusiastic 
ov er the proposition.

But, v iolent as it was, the re­ 
cession in stock prices was not so 
directly related to change in the 
general business outlook as might 
be supposed. 
As a matter of fact, 
the security markets for some time 
hav e mov ed almost Indepentently 
of trade dev elopments. 
Ov er a long 
period, of course, prices of stocks 
and bonds are necessarily related 
to the prospects of the concerns 
they represent; and. in so far as 
other factors hav e carried v alues 
out of proportion to their Intrinsic 
worth, the recent mov ement must 
be regarded as a readjustment to­ 
ward normal lev els. 
But to sup- 
pose that the selling wav e of the 
last few weeks was due to adv erse 
dev elopments of corresponding im­ 
portance in the general business 
situation would be a fundamental 
error. 
“ A number of factors combined 
to produce 
the unprecedented 
ap­ 
preciation 
In 
stock 
prices 
that 
brought about the correctiv e action 
of the market In recent weeks. One, 
of course, w^as the truly fine pro­ 
gress of the nation’s leading busi­ 
ness concerns, which fully justified 
a strong upward trend in stock 
v alues. 
But this perfectly normal 
mov ement was Immensely ex aggerat­ 
ed by the changed character of the 
inv esting public. 
To borrow a pop­ 
ular phrase of the day , it may be 
said that the American people hav e 
become ‘Inv estment-minded,’ partly 
as a result of the wide buy ing of 
gov ernment securities 
during 
the 
war and partly by reason of the dif­ 
fusion of income In the last decade, 
which has enabled v ast numbers of 
people to enter the Inv estment field 
on their own account for the first 
time. 
Security dealers were quick 
to take adv antage of this change by 
establishing offices In cities and 
towns 
throughout 
the 
country . 
These 
offices, 
in 
turn, 
attracted 
thousands of Inex perienced persons 
into 
the 
ranks 
of stock market 
speculators, 
where 
neither 
their 
financial knowledge nor their fin­ 
ancial strength entitled them to be. 
Fluctuations Ex aggerated by Public 
Psy chology 
“ Thus, the public that has to a 
considerable ex tent determined the 
course of the stock market in the 
last few y ears is a public uninform­ 
ed as to Intelligent procedure in 
buy ing and selling securities. 
It 
was easily subjected to psy cholo­ 
gical reactions of an ex aggerated 
sort, buy ing and selling en masse 
without any clear understanding of 
the reasons for doing so. 
Although 
there has alway s been an element 
of mob psy chology in the actions of 
the inv esting public, this element 
has been Increased many -fold by 
the changes of recent y ears. 
It is fair to presume that this 
new class of inv estors will hav e to 
be reckoned with in the future. 
Whatev er 
irregularities 
and 
dis­ 
orders are suffered in consequence 
will hav e to be counted as a part 
of the price of economic progress. 
There Is. of course, , a likelihood of 
improv ement in this respect with 
a gradual education of the public 
in business conditions and market 
behav ior. 
“ The small inv estor Is, then, to 
a large ex tent the v ictim of his own 
Imagination. 
His attitude toward 
the market; seems to hav e been 
based on the v iew that there was 
no limit to the process of increas­ 
ing earnings, re-inv esting the funds, 
and thus, still further increasing 
earnings. 
But the country ’s busi­ 
ness concerns obv iously cannot go 
on 
indefinitely 
fulfilling 
the 
de­ 
mands of the public imagination. 
'Plowing back’ earnings is a per­ 
fectly sound policy within limits, 
but business ex pansion must be kept 
in relationship to the market for 
consumers’ goods. 
When 
the 
realization 
finally 
came that prices of many securities 
were out of all proportion to present 
and prospectiv e earning power, the 
reaction was similarly ex aggerated, 
partly for psy chological and partly 
or financial reasons. 
Not only did 
the fear of loss impel a rush of 
Iquidation, but the disorder was in­ 
creased by the fact that Innumer­ 
able small speculators, unable to 
supplement their Impaired margins 
were precipitated into the market 
as sellers against their own will.

Prehabie Effects on Business. 
"The question naturally arises as 
o what effect the market break 
will hav e on business. Here, again, 
an ex aggerated reaction is usually 
witnessed. 
Both by curtailing pur­ 
chasing power and by impairing the 
confidence of consumers and busi­ 
ness men alike, a sev ere reaction 
n stock prices has an unfav orable 
nfluence on general trade. 
This 
nfluence acts first on the market 
or lux uries: then, if the effects are 
sufficiently marked, business in oth­ 
er commodities is also restricted. 
“ It is to be ex pected, therefore, 
that Industrial and commercial ac­ 
tiv ity will be affected to some ex ­ 
tent by the decline in stock prices, 
and that the effect will be more

tired from chancellorship in 1909. 
He married the Italian Princess 
di Bologna in 1888, eloping with 
her when she was the wife of his 
chief, the Count von Doenhoff, ai 
the Prussian legation at Dresden.

Of the o ne hundred cars sto len, 
seventy-o na have been reco vered.

The 
bo ard believes that this unsatlafac- 
to ry price level is chiefly due to 
th© rapid o r diso rderly mo vement 
which is putting a large part o f 
the year’s wheat supply o n the 
market within a sho rt time.

unprecedented 
liquidatio n 
o f industrial sto cks and shrinkage 
in values within the last few days 
has also had an effect o n wheat 
values which is entirely unwarrant­ 
ed and wheat pro ducers sho uld no t 
be fo rced to sell o n a market a^ 
fected by these co nditio n« . 
“The bo ard also believe« that the 
remedy lies in mo re o rderly mar­ 
keting. 
In o rder to assiit wheat 
farmers to ho ld back their cro p and 
at the same time have mo ney with 
which to pay their o bligatio n« # the 
bo ard pro po ses to lo an wheat co ­
